Bet, lo, the shadow's lips 


tremble and open! What issues fiom 
them is neither words nor song It is a 
superhuman language, bnt the poet un- 
derstands it, and it remains ringing iti 
bis ears when the apparition has van- 
ished.

All that follows is more or 
less mechanical, more or less fortuitous.
